home on Sunday about 2 A. M.. Well, 
it was warm; could have slept under 
the trees had we wanted to. 
This camp is a beau'tiful place, and

plosive mixtures, pellets or tablets 
•compounded of the foregoing, ex- 
plosive canes using blank cartridges, 
or. explosive paper caps, blank carl- 
ridge pistols, or any liroeruokers oi 
more than three inches in length and 
one-half of an inch in diameter. 


Police officials -should strictly en- 


force this -statute and the local ordi- 
nance. 
Each city should confine the use 


of fireworks to parks or other places 
away from buildings, which by rea- 
son of shingle roofs and frame con- 
struction are liable to lire.

Resolution Authorizes Board to In- 


vestigate Production and Supply 


of Implements.

Eradication of Lice,—High Efficlen- 


. cy of Sodium Fluorid of Re- 


cent Discovery. 


Fowls are Infested by two kinds of 


body parasites—lice and mites. Lice 
live continuously upon the birds. The 
common mite feeds upon them on the 
roosts at night, and after feeding se- 
cretes itself In the cracks and crevices 
about the roosts. 


There arc many different kinds of 


poultry lice. Those most common on 
fowls are the body louse, yellowish In 
color nnd about one-tenth of an inch 
in length, which remains on the skin 
of tho fowl; the shaft louse, somewhat 
smaller and- very pale in color, which 
is usually scon on the shafts of the 
feathers; and tho head louse—a large 
gray species which Is most frequently 
observed 
on 
the 
heads 
of young 


chickens. 


Lice are not usually very abundant 


on healthy fowls which are kept under 
sanitary conditions and provided with 
dust baths. 
They multiply rapidly 


upon birds of low vitality and slug- 
gish temperament, and are quickly dis- 
tributed through flocks upon promises 
•where attention to cleanliness Is in- 
different. 


For novices in poultry keeping, anil 


with small flocks generally, It Is advis- 
able to make sure that the flock is free 
frora llco by giving tho birds individual 
treatment which will secure that re- 
suit. Tho most universally procurable 
article for this purpose is powdered 
sulphur. Tho method of applying this 
Is to hold the bird by the feet—head 
down—and dust tho sulphur freely Into 
rho feathers, using cither a small In- 
sect powder gun, or a can with a per- 
forated cover. Pyrethrum may bo used 
In the same way. 
Neither of these 


remedies will thoroughly and perma- 
nently rid poultry of lice. When they 
are used treatment must be repented 
at more or less frequent Intervals, as 
may appear necessary. 


By using commercial sodium fluorld 


In the form of powder, or as a dip, all 
species of poultry lice may bo de- 
stroyed at one application. 
As the 


high efficiency of sodium fluorld in de- 
stroying lice on poultry is of recent 
discovery the material is not ordinarily 
found In all drug stores. With a de- 
mand for it, however, local druggists 
will secure supplies. Poultry keepers 
who desire to thoroughly eradicate lice 
from their flocks should write tho 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, Washington, D. C., for Farmers' 
Bulletin 801, which gives, with full de- 
tails of the use of sodium fluorld, com- 
plete information on the control of 
mites and lice. 


Mite Is Very Small. 


The common chicken mite is a very 


small gray insect which, when It has 
filled Itself with blood, becomes bright 
red, hence the name "red mite" by 
which It Is often called. 
It may be 


discovered, if present, by looking on 
the under sides of the roosts and nest 
supports, and in the wall crevices near 
them. Where tho mites are very abun- 
dant they may be found In large 
masses In such places. They also fre- 


quent (he nests of sitting hens. With 
reasonable attention to thu cleanliness 
of poultry houses, mites are not likely 
to be troublesome except in warm 
weather. 


Treatment for mites consists Jn ap- 


plications of liquid insecticides or dis- 
infectants to them and to the places 
where they harbor, repeating the ap- 
plications at intervals of about a week 
until all are destroyed. Any of the 
petroleum products commonly used 
for disinfectant purposes will be found 
oll'ectlve for tho destruction of mites.

ON EVERY FARM—100 HENS. 


There should bo 100 hens on 


every farm in the United States, 
declares n recent publication 
from the office of the secretary 
of agriculture, circular 107. And 
we should obtain 100 eggs from 
every hen. With approximately 
000,000,000 hens and 00,000,000,- 
000 eggs per year, according to 
the calculations of the writers, 
who then add that that number 
of eggs constitutes a military re- 
source not to be ignored. 


One hundred hens on every 


farm is not a particularly big 
contract. There Is hardly a farm 
In the United States but could 
support that number of liens 
practically on its waste mate- 
rials and without materially add- 
ed cost. One hundred hens to a 
farm is considerably less than 
tho average number of hens to a 
farm in many of the better poul- 
try producing sections of the 
country. It Is an average that 
could easily be maintained in the 
sections of the country where 
tW average per farm is now 
lower, 


One hundred eggs from every 


hen, 
while fur below what could 


bo obtained with proper encour- 
agement of fowls, is consider- 
ably more than the average egg 
production 
the 
country 
over. 


Suggestions for attaining this 
average are given in the publica- 
tion mentioned. 


When Chickens Are Best. 


, Chickens; In any general scheme-of 
poultry production, of course, must 
take first place. They are best adapted 
to general conditions, take a wider 
range of feeds and convert them, per- 
haps, with the greatest margin of 
profit. Chickens, better than any oth- 
er class of poultry, utilize table scraps 
and tho general run of waste from the 
kitchen door, all the way from apple 
and potato parings to sour milk. 
Chickens far surpass all other kinds 
of poultry In salvaging waste grain 
from the stables, from the shed or lot 
where the cattle are fed, and from hog 
pens. During tho winter months, on 
farms where any considerable number 
of live stock are kept, the hens would 
take their living .from these sources 
with only slight additional feeding 
from time to time. Chickens are great 
destroyers of Insects. 


Making Food From Waste. 


Keep this thought in mind in con- 


sidering the growing of more poultry 
as a war necessity: Poultry is a means 
of converting into good food materials 
that cannot be utilized by man, that 
cannot be eaten by any other kinds of 
stock, and that without the poultry 
would be absolute waste. Very clear- 
ly It becomes a national as well as 
nn Individual duty, to keep enough 
poultry to take up all such waste ma- 
terials. 
As long as fowls take the 


bulk of their feed from such sources 
and require to be fed on grain or other 
garnered feeds only as a finishing pro- 
cess, additional food is being created.

Evaporation of Water From Cloth 


Cover Is Cooling Principle of 


Refrigerator. 


'COOLER FOR DRINK WATER 


Temperature of 50 Degrees F. Possi- 


ble Under ideal Conditions—Place 


for Meats, Fruits, Vegetables, 


Milk and Butter. 


Where ice Is not obtainable an Ice- 


less refrigerator, home-made, will be a 
useful food keeper and food saver this 
summer. 
Maintaining a low tempera- 


ture through the evaporation of water 
from its canvas cover, the icelcss re- 
frigerator will keep meats, fruits and 
vegetables cool and will extend the pe- 
riod for keeping milk and butter. It 
cnn also serve as a cooler for drinking 
water. 


Separate Refrigerators. 


In homes where large quantities of 


milk and butter are to be kept it would 
be well to have one refrigerator for 
milk and butter and another for other 
foods, as milk and butter readily ab- 
sorb odors from other foods. It costs 
very little to build the refrigerator and 
nothing to operate it. The operation is 
as simple as the construction. The 
upper pan should be kept filled with 
water. The water is drawn by capil- 
lary attraction through the wicks and 
saturates the cover. 
As evaporation 


takes place heat Is taken from the 
inside of the refrigerator, thereby low- 
ering the temperature of the inside 
and the contents. 
Capillary action 


starts more readily If the cover is first 
dampened by dipping it in water or 
throwing water upon it. The greater 
tho rate of evaporation the lower the 
temperature which can be secured;, 
therefore the refrigerator works best 
whon rapid evaporation takes place. 


Evaporation Is Rapid. 


When the refrigerator is placed in a 


shady place In a strong breeze nml the 
nir is warm nnd dry, evaporation 
takes place continuously and rapidly 
and the temperature Inside the refrig- 
erator Is reduced. Under ideal condi- 
tions 
the 
temperature 
has 
been 


known to be reduced to 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
When it Is damp, and 


the air is full of moisture, the refrig- 
erator will not work us /well, since 
there is not enough evaporation. More 
water will find Its way to the lower 
pan, but it will be drawn up into the 
covering by capillary attraction when 
the air again becomes drier. 


Tho refrigerator should be regularly 


cleaned and sunned. If the framework, 
shelves and pans are white enameled 
they can more easily be kept In a sani- 
tary condition. It is well to have two 
covers, so that a fresh one can be used 
each week and the soiled one washed 
and sunned. 


Some Fireless Specialties. 


Here are some things that can be 


cooked well in the flrcless cooker: 


Cereals—Prepare as for the stove, 


but use one-sixth less water. Boll for 
ten minutes, or longer with coarser 
cereals. Place in the cooker, boiling 
hot and leave six or eight hours or 
over night. 


Meats—Bay cheaper cuts. The fire- 


less can make tough meat tender.

HOW TO CONSTRUCT AN 


ICELESS REFRIGERATOR 


A wooden frame is made with 


dimensions 
-J2 
by 
1Q by 
14 


inches nnd covered with screen 
wire, 
preferably 
the 
rustless 


type, which costs little more 
than the ordinary kind. 
The 


door Is mnde to fit closely and 
is mounted on brass hinges, and 
can be fastened with a wooden 
latch. The bottom Is fitted sol- 
id, but the top should be cov- 
ered with screen wire. Adjusta- 
ble shelves can be made of solid 
wood or strips or sheets of gal- 
vaniyied metal. Shelves made of 
poultry netting on light wooden 
frames, ns shown in the illus- 
tration, are probably the most 
desirable. 
Those 
shelves rest 


on side braces placed at desired 
intervals. A bread baking pan, 
14 by 10 inches, is placed on tho 
top and the frame rests in a 17 
by 18-inch pan. 


All the woodwork, the shelves 


and the pans should receive two 
coats of white paint and one or 
two coats of white enamel. This 
makes a very attractive surface 
nnd one that can be easily kept 
clean. The screen wire also may 
receive the coat of enamel, 
which will prevent it from rust- 


ing. 


A cover of canton flannel, bur- 


lap or duck is made to fit the 
frame. Put the smooth side out 
if canton flannel Is used. It will 
require about three yards of ma- 
terial. 
This cover is buttoned 


around the top of the frnme and 
down the side on which (he door 
is not hinged, using buggy hooks 
and eyes or large-bended tacks 
and eyelets worked in the mate- 
rial. On the front side arrange 
the hooks on the top of the door, 
instead of on the frame, and also 
fasten the cover down the latch 
side of the door, allowing a wide 
hem of the material to overlap 
the place where the door closes. 
The door can then be opened 
without unbuttoning the cover. 
The bottom of the cover should 
extend down into the lower pan. 
Four double strips, which taper 
to 8 or 10 Inches in width, are 
sewed to the uppor part of the 
cover. These strips form wicks 
that dip over Into the upper pan. 


The dimensions given make a 


refrigerator of very convenient 
size for household use nnd one 
with efficient evaporating sur- 
face, but it Is not necessary to 
follow strictly these dimensions. 
If a larger capacity Is desired, 
the height of the refrigerator can 
be increased.

the employment of new ones. 
"The situation is most favorable," 


the minister continued, "but it does 
not authorize the slackening of effort. 
Rather, it Is necessary to redouble It, 
as the enemy has put new subraersl- 
bles into service and is trying a fresh 
offensive, In which he plnys for his 
last stake."

cular 107. And we should obtain 10 
eggs from every hen.

moan 000,000,000 hens and 00,000,- 
000,000 eggs per year, according to 
the calculations of the writers, who 
then add that tho number of eggs 
constitute a military resource <no-t tc 
be ignored, 


One hundred hens on every farm 


is not a particularly 
big contract. 


There ia hardly i\, farm in the United 
States but could support that number 
of hens practically on its waste mate- 
rials and without materially 
added 


cost. 
One hundred hens to a farm is 


considerably '1'ess than the average 
number of hens to a farm in many o£ 
tho better poulary producing sections 
of the country. It is an average that 
could onsily bt maintained in the sec- 
tions of the country where the aver- 
age per farm is now lower, 


O.ne hundred eggs from every hon, 


while far below what could be ob- 
tained with proper encouragement

fowls,-is considerably more than tho 
average egg production the country 
over.

Fowls nro infested by two kinds of 


l)0dy parasites—lieu and miles, 
Lieu 


live continuously upon the bluN. 
The 


common mite feeds upon them on the 
roosts at night, and utter feeding we- 
rrotos Itself In the cracks and cru\lces 
about the roo.sts, 


There aic many dliTcrent kinds of 


poultry lice, Those most common ou 
fowls are tho body louse, yellowish in 
color and about one-tenlli of tin Inch 
in length, which remains on the skin 
of the fowl; the .shatt louse, somewhat 
smaller and very pale In color, which 
is usually seen on the shafts of the 
feathers; and the head louse—a large 
gray species which Is must frequently 
observed 
on 
tho 
heads 
of 
young; 


chickens. 


Llco are not usually very abundant 


on healthy fowls which are kept under 
sanitary conditions and provided with 
dust baths. 
They multiply rapidly 


upon birds of low vitality and slug. 
Klsh temperament, and are quickly dis- 
tributed tluough flocks upon promises 
where attention to cleanliness Is in- 
different. 


For novices In poultry keeping, rind 


With small flocks generally, It Is advis- 
able to make sure that tho flock is free 
Iroin lieu by giving tho birds individual 
treatment which will .secure Hint re- 
sult. Tho most universally piocnrablo 
article for this puiposo Is powdered 
sulphur. Tho method oC applying this 
Is to hold the bird by tho feet—head 
down—and dust tho sulphur freely Into 
rho feathers, using cither a small In- 
Beet powder gun, or it tan with a per- 
forated cover. Pyrelhnmi may bo used 
In tho same way. 
Neither of these 


remedies will thoroughly and perma- 
nently rid poultry of lice. When they 
tiro used treatment must bo repeated 
at more or less frequent Intervals, as 
may appear necessary. 


By using commercial sodium fltiorld 


In tho form of powder, or as u dip, uH 
species oC poultry llco may bo de- 
stroyed at ono application. 
As tho 


high efficiency of sodium llnorld in de- 
stroying llco on poultry Is of recent 
discovery the material is not ordinarily 
found In all drug stores. With a de- 
mand for It, however, local druggists 
will secure (supplies. Poultry keepers 
who dcslra to thoroughly eradicate lice 
from their flocks should write tho 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, Washington, D. 0,, for Farmers' 
Bulletin 801, which gives, with full de- 
tails of tho use of sodium fluorld, com- 
plete Information on tho control of 
mites nnd llco. 


Mite Is Very Small. 


The common chicken mite Is a very 


small gray Insect which, whon It has 
filled Itself with blood, becomes bright 
red, hence tho name "red mite" by 
which It Js often called. It may bo 
discovered, If present, by looking on 
the under sides of the roosts and nest 
supports, nnd In the wall crevices near 
them. Whero tho mites are very abun- 
dant they may bo found in large 
masses in such places. They also fre- 


quent- the nests of sltllng hens. With 
reasonable attention lo tho cleanliness 
ol' poultry houses, mites are not likely 
to he Ituubli'.somo except lu warm 
weather. 


'I'lenlinent for miles consists In ap- 


plications of liquid liiseftlcldes or dis- 
infectants lo them nnd to the places 
where Ihey harbor, repeating the ap- 
plications at Intel' ids of about a week 
until all arc deslioyed. 
Any of the 


petroleum products commonly used 
Cor disinfectant purposes will be found 
elt'ectlvo for the destruction of rnltos.

ON EVERY FARM—100 HENS. 


There should bo 100 hens on 


ovory farm In tho United States, 
duclniL's a 
recent publication 


from the olllco of the secretary 
of agriculture, circular 107. And 
wo should obtain 100 oggs from 
ovory hen. Wllh approximately 
000,000,000 hens and 00,000,000,- 
000 eggs per year, according to 
tho calculations of tho writers, 
who tlion add that that number 
of eggs constitutes n military re- 
source not to bo Ignored. 


Ono hundred lions on every 


farm Is not a particularly big 
contract. There Is hardly n farm 
In tho United States but could 
.support that number of hens 
practically on its waste mute- 
rials and without materially add- 
ed cost, Ono hundred hens to a 
farm Is considerably less than 
tho average number of hens to a 
farm In many of the better poul- 
try producing sections of tho 
country. It is nn average that 
could easily bo maintained In the 
sections of tho country where 
tno average per farm is now 
lower. 


One hundred eggs from every 


hen, while fur below what could 
be obtained with proper encour- 
agement of fowls, is consider- 
ably more than the average egg 
production 
tho 
country 
over. 


Suggestions for attaining this 
average- aro glvou lu tho publica- 
tion mentioned. 


When Chickens Are Best, 


i Chickens, In any general &cheme of 
poultry production, of course, must 
take first place. They ure bosf adapted 
to general conditions, take n wider 
range of feeds and convert them, per- 
haps, with tho greatest margin of 
profit. Chickens, belter than any oth- 
er class of poultry, utilise table scraps 
find tho general run of waste from the 
kitchen door, nl! tho way from tipple 
and potalo parings to sour 
milk. 


ChldkuiiM far surpass nil other kinds 
of poultry In salvaging waste gniln 
from tho stables, from the .shed or lot 
whore tho cattle are fed, and from hog 
pens. During tho winter months/on 
farms whore any considerable number 
of live stock are kept, the hens would 
take their living from these sources 
with only slight additional feeding 
from time to time. Chickens are great 
destroyers of Insects. 


COOLER FOR DRINKING WATER 


Maklna Food From Waste. 


Keep this thought in mind In con- 


sidering the growing of more poullry 
ns a war necessity: Poultry Is a means 
of converting Into good food materials 
that cannot be utilized by man, that 
cannot be eaten by any other kinds of 
stock, and that without the poultry 
would be absolute wnste. Very clear 
ly It becomes a national as well na 
an Individual duty to keep enough 
poultry to take up all such waste ma- 
terials. 
As long as fowls take the 


bulk of their feed from such sources 
and require to bo fed on grain or other 
garnered feeds only ns n finishing pro- 
cess, additional food Is being created.

vegetables cool and will extend tho pe- 
riod for keeping milk and butler.

can also servo ns a cooler for drinking 
water. 


Separate Refrigerators. 


In homes where largo quantities of 


milk and bolter are to be kept II would 
be well to have one refrigerator for 
milk and hulter and another for other 
foods, as milk and butter remllly ab- 
sorb ndnrs from other foods. It costs 
very little to build tho refrigerator and 
nothing to operate It. The operation Is 
us simple ns the construction. 
Tho 


upper pun should ho kept filled with 
water, The witter is drawn by capil- 
lary attraction through tho wlelts and 
saturates the cover. 
As evaporation 


takes plnco heat Is tnlten from tho 
Inside of the refrigerator, thereby low- 
ering thp temperature of the Inside 
and the contents. 
Capillary action 


starts more readily If the cover Is first 
dampened hy dipping it In water or 
throwing water upon It. The greater 
Iho rate of evaporation the lower the 
temperature which cnn be speured; 
therefore the refrigerator works best 
whon rapid evaporation takes place. 


Evaporation Is Rapid. 


When the refrigerator is placed In n 


shady place in a strong breezes and tho 
air Is warm and dry, evaporation 
takes place continuously and rapidly 
nnd the temperature Inside the refrig- 
erator Is reduced. Under ideal condi- 
tions 
the 
temperature 
has 
been 


known to be reduced to 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
When It Is dump, and 


the air is full of moisture, the refrig- 
erator will not work as well, since 
:hcre Is not enough evaporation. More 
water will find its way to the lower 
pnn, but it will bo drawn up Into tha 
covering by capillary attraction whon 
the nlr again becomes drier. 


Tho refrigerator should be regularly 


cleaned nnd sunned. If the framework, 
shelves and pnns are white enameled 
they can more easily bo kept In u sani- 
tary condition, It Is well to have two 
covers, so that a fresh one can bo used 
ouch week and the soiled ono washed 
and sunned.

HOW TO CONSTRUCT AN 


ICELESS REFRIGERATOR 


A wooden frame Is made with 


dimensions 42 by 10 by 14 
inches nnd covered with screen 
wlro, 
preferably 
the 
rustless 


lypo, which cosl.s little more 
than the ordinary kind, 
Tho 


door Is made to lit closely and 
Is mounted on brass hinges, and 
can be fastened with a wooden 
latch. The bolloin Is fitted sol- 
id, but tho top should be cov- 
ered with screen wire, Adjusta- 
ble shelves cnn be made of solid 
wood or slrlps or sheets of gal- 
vanlged racial. Shelves made of 
poultry netting on light wooden 
frames, ns shown in the Illus- 
tration, are probably tho most 
desirable. 
These shelves rest 


on hide braces placed at desired 
Intervals. A bread linking pan, 
14 by 10 Inches, Is placed on the 
top nnd tho frnmo rests In u 17 
by 18-Inch pan. 


All Hie woodwork, Iho shelves 


nnd tho pans should receive two 
emits of white paint and one or 
two coats of white enamel. This 
makes n very attractive surface 
and ono that can he easily kept 
clean, Tho screen wire also may 
receive the 
coat of enamel, 


which will prevent it from rust- 
Ing. 


A cover of rnnton flannel, bur- 


lap or duck Is made to fit the 
frame. Put tho smooth fildo out 
If cnnron flannel is used, It will 
require about three yards of ma- 
terial. 
This cover Is 1mltoned 


around tho top of the frame nnd 
down llio sldo on which (he door 
Is not hinged, using buggy hooks 
nnd eves or InrRc-hcndod tucks 
and eyelets worked In the mate- 
rial. On the front side arrange 
the hooks on Hie top of the door, 
instead of on tho frame, and also 
fasten tho cover down the latch 
Bldo of tho door, allowing a wide 
hem of the material to overlap 
tho place where the door closes. 
The door can then ho opened 
without unbuttoning the cover. 
The bottom of tho cover should 
extend down into the lower pan. 
Four double strips, which tnper 
to 8 or ]0 Inches In width, nre 
sowed to the upper part of the 
cover. These strips form wicks 
that dip over Into the upper pan. 


The dimensions given make a 


refrigerator of very convenient 
sl/.o for household use and ono 
with efficient evaporating sur- 
feice, but It is not necessary to 
follow strictly these dimensions. 
If a larger capacity Is desired, 
the height of tho refrigerator can 
be increased.

of tho country. Ho has always been 
able to buyjwheat when he had the 
money, and as people have becorao 
somewhat frenzied on other subjects 
during the present war, he Is inclined 
to t h i n k that tho wheat cry is another 
cry of wolf, wolf, when possibly there 
may bo no wolf. It Is not such a long 
time ago that there were meatless 
days, and tho people were asked to 
conserve on meat, and tho conscien- 
tious ones did so, and they prided 
themselves with the thought that the 
army would not starve if they could 
do anything to help them out. 
Ab- 


out (ho time all tho people had got 
It pounded into them that they must 


car. loss meat, and meat had soared 
to prices that were never before heard 
i>(, tho packers came out arid stated 
that there was no shortage of meat 
In the country, and asked that the 
meatless days bo abolished, or else 
thoro would be a break In moat pri- 
ces. 
Of course It would have been a 


calamity to tho public if there had 
boon a break In meat prices, so Inn 
meatless days were abolished. 


Now we would like to know if the 


present wheat talk is along the same 
lino, 
Wo bollcvo in feeding the ar- 


my, and (feeding It well, but we do 
not believe, that newspaper articles 
and talk generally will reduce the 
use of wheat to one-third of what it 
normally is. It will causo some /peo- 
ple to reduce tho use of wheat to tho 
required amount, but there are a 
much larger number, that it will not 
affoct very materially. 
The consci- 


entious ones aro all right, but If tho 
use of wheat is to be reduced the re- 
quired amount, tho slacker must al- 
so bo reached, not with a newspaper 
appeal, but In a manner that will 
compel him to comply with tho re- 
quirements. 


Thorn is just one way in which to 


make tho slacker and his fellow-co- 
horts reduce on tho supply of wheat 
and that is to limit them to tho am- 
ount thoy purchase each month, Talk 
Is all right, and wore it only necess- 
ary to reduce tho consumption a 
small percentage'', it could be done in 
this manner, but a reduction of two- 
thirds certainly moans that drastic 
measures must bo adopted, something 
more effective than a mere newspap- 
er article. 
As a matter of fact, if 


those who aro patriotic were to en- 
tirely discontinue tho use of wheat 
products altogether, those that are 
loft who pay no particular attention 
to tho appeals of the government 
would use more that the one- third 
of tho former consumption. Tho re- 
sult would bo that the patriotic ones 
would bo denying themselves of al- 
most tho necessities of life, while the 
slackers would bo jiving off the fat 
of tho land.' 


!Tho trouble has boon right along 


that many of tho different branches 
of tho government have boon trying 
to run this war thru the medium of 
tho newspapers. They have eAch es- 
tablished a press bureau and thoy 
seem to fool that If thoy got out 'ab- 
out so much matter a day and send 
it out to tho newspapers, free, that 
thoy have done about all that can be

COSTER FOR LICE TREATMENT 


'• Powdered Sulphur Is Best to Use for 


Eradication of Lice — High Efficien- 


, cy of Sodium Fiuorid of Re- 


cent Discovery. 


Fowls ore Infested by two kinds of 


body parasites — lice and mites. Lice 
live continuously upon the birds. The 
common mite feeds upon them on the 
roosts at night, and after feeding, se- 
cretes itself in the cracks and crevices 
about the roosts. 


There nre many different kinds of 


poultry lice. Those most common on 
fowls are the body louse, yellowish in. 
color and about one-tenth of an inch 
in length, which remains on the skin 
of the fowl ; the shaft louse, somewhat 
smaller and- very pale in color, which 
is usually seen on the shafts of the 
feathers; and the head louse — a large 
gray species which is most frequently 
observed 
on the heads of young 


chickens. 


Lice are not usually very abundant 


on healthy fowls which are kept under 
sanitary conditions nnd provided with 
dust baths. 
They multiply rapidly 


npon birds of low vitality and slug- 
gish temperament, and are quickly dis- 
tributed through flocks "upon promises 
where attention to cleanliness is in- 
different. 


For novices in potiltry keeping, and 


with small flocks generally, it is advis- 
able to make sure that the flock is.free 
±.voia lice by giving the birds individual 
treatment which will secure that re- 
sult. The most universally procurable 
•article for this purpose is powdered 
sulphur. The method of applying this 
Is to hold the bird by the feet — head 
down — and dust the sulphur freely into 
the feathers, using" either a small in- 
sect powder gun, or a can with a per- 
forated cover. Pyrethrum may be used 
In the same way. 
Neither of these 


remedies will thoroughly and perma- 
nently rid poultry of lice. AVhen they 
are used treatment must be repeated 
at more or less frequent intervals, as 
may appear necessary. . 


By using commercial sodium fluorid 


in the form of powder, or as a dip, all 
species of poultry lice may be de- 
stroyed nt one 'application. 
As the 


high efficiency of soclium fluorid in de- 
stroying lice on poultry Is of recent 
discovery the material is not ordinarily 
found In all drug stores. With a de- 
mand for it, however, local druggists 
will secure supplies. Poultry keepers 
who desire to thoroughly eradicate lice 
from their flocks should write the 
United. States department of agricul- 
ture, Washington, D. C., for Farmers' 
Bulletin 801, which gives, with full de- 
tails of the use of sodium fluorid, com- 
plete information on the control of 
mites nnd lice. 


Mite Is Very Small. 


The common chicken mite is a very 


small gray insect which, when it has 
filled itself with blood, becomes bright 
red, hence the name "red mite" by 
which it is often called. It may be 
discovered, if present, by looking on 
ie under sides of the roosts and nest 
supports, and In the wall crevices near 
:hem. Where the mites are very abun- 
dant they mny be found in large 
masses in such places. They also fre- 


quent the nests of sitting hens. With 
reasonable attention to the cleanliness 
of poultry houses, mites are not likely 
to be troublesome except in warm 
weather. 


Treatment for mites consists In ap- 


plications of liquid Insecticides or dis- 
infectants to them and'to the places 
where they harbor, repeating the ap- 
plications at intervals of about a week 
until all are destroyed. 
Any of the 


petroleum products commonly used 
for disinfectant purposes will be found 
effective for the destruction of mites. 


ON EVERY FARM—100 HENS. 


There should be 100 hens on 


every farm in the United States, 
declares a recent publication 
from the office of the secretary 
of agriculture, circular 107. And 
we should obtain 100 eggs from 
every hen. With approximately 
600,000,000 hens and 60,000,000,- 
000 eggs per year, according to 
the calculations of the writers, 
who then add that that number 
of eggs constitutes a military re- 
source not to be ignored. 


One hundred hens on every 


farm is not a particularly big 
contract. There is hardly a farm 
In the United States but could 
support that number of hens 
practically on its waste mate- 
rials and without materially add- 
ed cost. One hundred hens to a 
farm is considerably less than 
the average number of hens to a 
farm in many of the better poul- 
try producing sections of the 
country. It is an average that 
could easily be maintained in the 
sections of the country where 
tYie average per farm Is- now 
lower. 


One hundred eggs from every 


hen, while far below what could 
be obtained with proper encour- 
agement of fowls, is consider- 
ably more than the average egg 
production 
the 
country over. 


Suggestions for attaining this 
average are given in the publica- 
tion mentioned.

When Chickens Are Best. 


i Chickensrin any general scheme, ot 
poultry production, of course, must 
take first place. They are best adapted 
to general conditions, take a wider 
range of feeds and convert them, per- 
haps, with the greatest margin of 
profit. Chickens, better than any oth- 
er class of poultry, utilize table scraps 
and the general run of waste from the 
kitchen door, all the way from apple 
and potato parings to sour 
milk. 


Chickens far surpass all other kinds 
of poultry In salvaging waste groin 
from the stables, from the shed or lot 
where the cattle are fed, and from hog 
pens. 
During the winter months, on 


farms where any considerable number 
of live stock are kept, the hens would 
take their living .from these sources 
with only slight additional feeding 
from time to time. Chickens are great 
destroyers of Insects. 


Where ice is not obtainable nn Ice- 


less refrigerator, home-made, will be a 
useful food keeper and food saver this 
summer. Maintaining a low tempera- 
ture through the evaporation of water 
from its canvas cover, the iceless re- 
frigerator will keep meats, fruits and 
vegetables cool and will extend the pe- 
riod for keeping milk and butter. It 
can also serve as a cooler for drinking 
water. 


Separate Refrigerators. 


In homes where large quantities of 


milk and butter are to be kept It-would 
be well to have one refrigerator for 
milk and butter and another for other 
foods, as milk and butter readily ab- 
sorb odors from other foods. It costs 
very little to build the refrigerator and 
nothing to operate It. The operation is 
as simple as the construction. 
The 


upper pan should be kept filled with 
water. The water is drawn by capil- 
lary attraction through the wicks nnd 
saturates the cover. 
As evaporation 


takes place heat Is taken from the 
inside of the refrigerator, thereby low- 
ering the temperature of the inside 
and the contents. 
Capillary action 


starts more readily if the cover is first 
dampened by dipping it in water or 
throwing water upon it. The greater 
the rote of evaporation the lower the 
temperature which can be secured; 
therefore the refrigerator works best 
when rapid evaporation takes place. 


Evaporation Is Rapid. 


When the refrigerator is placed in a 


shady place in a strong breeze and the 
air is warm and dry, evaporation 
takes place continuously and rapidly 
and the temperature inside the refrig- 
erator is reduced. Under idenl condi- 
tions 
the 
temperature 
has 
been 


known to be reduced to 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
When It is damp, and 


the air Is full of moisture, the refrig- 
erator will not work as *well, since 
there Is not enough evaporation. More 
water will find its way; to the lower 
pan, but it will be drawn up into the 
covering by capillary attraction when 
the air again becomes drier. 


The refrigerator should be regularly 


cleaned and sunned. If the framework, 
shelves and pans are white enameled 
they can more easily be kept in a sani- 
tary condition. It Is well to have two 
covers, so that a fresh one can be used 
each week and the soiled one washed 
and sunned. 


Brown for a few minutes. 
Put in 


cooking vessel with seasoning, rice, 
vegetables and one cupful boiling wa- 
ter. 
Simmer for one-half hour nnd 


put in fireless for throe hours without 
the disks or two hours with them. 
With chicken and okra this is the fa- 
mous Creole chicken of the South.

two hot disks. Do not add water. Al- 
low 25 minutes per pound. 


Soup 'stock—Cut up meat,

bones, and cover with cold water. Let 
it reach the boiling point, then place 
in cooker for several hours. 


Dried fruits and vegetables—Pens, 


beans, corn, dried fruit—soak in wa- 
ter until restored to the original size. 
Boil a few minutes and then keep in 
cooker six to twelve hours. 
Baked 


beans or peas are 
especially good 


cooked In the fireless.

Making Food From Waste. .'. 


Keep this thought In mind In. con 


sidering the growing of more poultry 
as a war necessity: Poultry is a means 
of converting Into good food materials 
that cannot be utilized by man,-that 
cannot be eaten by any other kinds of 
stock, and that without the poultry 
would be.absolute waste. Very clear- 
ly it becomes a national as well as 
an individual duty to keep enough 
poultry to take up all such waste ma- 
terials. As long as fowls take the 
bulk of their feed from such sources 
and require to be fed on grain or other 
garnered feeds only as a finishing pro- 
cess, additional food Is being created.

Some Fireless Specialties.

HOW TO CONSTRUCT AN 


ICELESS REFRIGERATOR 


A wooden frame is made with 


dimensions 42 by 16 by 14 
Inches and covered with screen 
wire, 
preferably the 
rustless 


type, which costs little more 
than the ordinary kind. 
The 


door is made to fit closely and 
is mounted on brass hinges, and 
can be fastened with a wooden 
latch. The bottom is fitted sol- 
id, but the top should be cov- 
ered with screen wire. 
Adjusta- 


ble shelves can be made of solid 
wood or strips or sheets of gal- 
vanijed metal. Shelves made of 
poultry netting on light wooden 
frames, as shown In the illus- 
tration, are probably the most 
desirable. 
These shelves rest 


on side braces placed at desired 
Intervals. A bread baking pan, 
14 by 16 inches, Is placed on the 
top and the frame rests in a 17 
by 18-inch pan. 


AH the woodwork, the shelves 


and the pans should receive two 
coats of white paint nnd one or 
two coats of white enamel. This 
makes a very attractive surface 
and one that can be easily kept 
clean. The screen wire also may 
receive the 
coat of enamel, 


which will prevent It from rust- 
ing. 


A cover of canton flannel, bur- 


lap or duck is made- to fit the 
frame. Put the smooth side out 
If canton flannel Is used. It will 
require about three yards of ma- 
terial. 
This cover Is buttoned 


around the top of the frame nnd 
down the side on which the door 
Is not hinged, using buggy hooks 
and eyes or large-headed tacks 
nnd eyelets -worked in the mate- 
rial. "On the front side arrange 
the hooks on the top of the door, 
Instead of on the frame, and also 
fasten the cover down the latch 
side of the door, allowing a wide 
hem of the material to overlap 
the place where the door closes. 
The door can then be opened 
without unbuttoning the cover. 
The bottom of the cover should 
extend down into the lower pan. 
Four double strips, which taper 
to 8 or 10 Inches in width, are 
sewed to the upper part of the 
cover. These strips form wicks 
that dip over Into the upper pan. 


The dimensions given make a 


refrigerator of very convenient 
size for household use nnd one 
with efficient evaporating sur- 
face, but it is not necessary to 
follow strictly these dimensions. 
If a larger capacity is desired, 
the height of the refrigerator can 
be increased.

French Clothes^ 
at High Prices 


New York.—The millions who are 


employed In the making of women's ap- 
parel In this country are disturbed by 
an Important discussion that Is going 
on among tht»niM.'l\v.s. 


It has to do with the importation of 


French clothes, with the prices asked 
for nil kinds of apparel, \viUi 
the 


threatened abolition of tho famous 
French 
semiannual exhibitions, and 


with the tendency of tho public to 
ask for American clothes. 


No woman,.should be ignorant of this 


situation, asserts :i prominent fashion 
writer. On her ahoulders, as an indi- 
vidual, which is part of a maV.s, rosls 
much of the responsibility of the fu- 
ture. 
In France women are tin: de- 


cisive factors lu fashion; in this coun- 
try they have not assumed that role. 
With the exception of a few, they are 
willing to be led. They are guided by 
those in authority, and those in au- 
thority are guided by I'tirls. 


This is not true to the extent that 


the reformers and the critics preach. 
No one is any the worse for it. 
Out- 


country has not been in a position to 
assume the leadership in fashions, any 
more than in art, architecture or liter- 
ature. 
\Ve have had to be led in all 


these things; yet the very man who 
K<>es lo I'iiris and Italy for art is the 
first one to ask his wife why she is 
foolisii enough to adopt the French 
fashions! 


If, therefore, tho American women 


were 
not 
free 
thinkers 
regarding 


clothes, and were merely led into each 
fashion by a comfortable noose that 
was pulled along by the merchants 
and dressmakers, it was because they 
plaridly felt that this was Hie best 
path in which they should tread. 


Since tho war, however, there has 


been 11 growing feeling here of indepen- 
dence of Paris. All of us who firmly 
believed that no country could get 
along without the deciding vote of 
France as to what should be done lu 
clothes, realized, during tho lirst years 
of the war, that oui« opinion was cor- 
rect. 


Changes of Importance. 


Rut the situation has changed, and 


our beliefs have changed with it. As 
far as one can see, there Is no chance 
of our losing the comfort tit getting 
from I'aris our inspiration as to tho 
silhouette, nnd we shall also got from 
that country of consummate art: in ap- 
parel, the various movements of cloth, 
the details of ornamentation, and the 
production of new tissues, which stim- 
ulate and enliven our work. But—and 
I say that with full conviction, after 
talking with people in power and with 
dressmakers, designers and merchants 
who have had their hand on the? pulse 
of things for three years—a decided 
change is coining over our method ol1 
launching fashions.

Ing "t-eon roof. 
It Is -mil siluatod In the nrlsto- 


,-ratic qunrlor of (ho clly. which lies on higher 
K.-ound on tho further side of Ihe Tobol river. J ho 
lower lloor wns occupied by 
I ho gunrdlng olllcers, 


who hnd boon specially selected on account of 
tholr loyalty to the revolutionary cause. 


Nicholas and tho former r/ariim occupied a room 


fiich and two roomy, wore put nsldo for tho daugh- 
ters nnd the son Alexis, the former heir apparent.

They were only allowed out for the 
purpose of nl I ending services in the Cathedral of 
A i i i i i i u c i n l l o n or the monastery where they now 
live, or going to (he public baths. They attended 
divine services twice every Sunday nnd on reli- 
gious anniversaries of Importance. They attended 
the public baths once a week, 


The UomnnnlT family nre llvimj a very simple 


life. 
They cannot afford onuses, lemons, pears, 


pearlies, plnonpplos and many other dellcaclua 
which are q u i t e common In America. They could 
not have spirituous drinks If they wanted them, 
for tho law which Nicholas first pronmlgnlod him- 
self Is sllll In force, 
instead of sugar j.hey use 


honey for their tnhlo. 


As n true hnitsfnui, the ox-c/arlna generally as- 


sists Hie cook In Ihe kitchen lo prepare the meals. 


The UnmanolTs hnve a light breakfast at nlno 


o'clock, luncheon at one nnd dinner at six. 
The 


bile hour for breakfast and tho early hour for din- 
ner are planned to suit the convenience of tho 
servants. 


bay after day tho same monotonous routine, 


continues, svllh Us simple meals and Its lack of 
excitement. There are no social pleasures and no 
entertainments. 
U n t i l recently their lives wore 


filled with state banquets, great court balls nnd re- 
ceptions nnd pageants oil various kinds, not to 
mention Ihe military nnd religious ceremonies nnd 
other diversions perhaps equally exciting. 
Now 


they cannot even entertain the mayor or (he school 
children of the town. 


Tho former cxarlna was grcnlly excited about 


(he banishment and suffered during the first days 
lifter her arrival at Tobolsk. Hut she soon over- 
came her sorrows nnd look an active Interest in 
the housekeeping. Shi; likes roast goose nnd roast 
vonl cooked In the (.lot-man style. There are ru- 
mors that she Is now very lively In her conversa- 
tion and blltor about her fate. 


On tin* other hand, the ex-cxar lias been very 


silent, gloomy and retlocllve. He i'roquently has 
brushed away a tear from his eyos. He has grown 
very haggard, gray and old-looking. lie wears 
ordinarily the uniform of a genernl of the Prebrn- 
jonsky regiment, which he Is allowed to use, al- 
though he no longer on.|(iys the rank, I 


Perhaps the most Interesting news of the Jlo- 


mnnol'f family relates to the daughters. There are 
four of thoso girl's, nil pretty and attractive: Olgn, 
aged twenly-two; Tal.lami, aged twenty; Mario, 
aged t'lghlon, and Anastasln, aged sixteen. They 
were nearly frightened to death at (he outbreak of 
the revolution, but now, tinder Just treatment, they 
are developing Into good republicans and perhaps 
even radicals. 


Tlio government has very kindly and no doubt 


wisely allowed those young girls to come and go as 
they 'please, without any watch being kepi: upon 
them. 
They mix 1'rooly with the people of the 


town and travel to all parts of tho country If they 
wish. 
It is no uncommon thing to hear the son 


of a local shopkeeper say to the former Grand 
Duchess Olgn, eldest daughter of the former cxar 
of all the Kusslas: 


"Hello, Olga Nlcholnevna, won't you go for a 


ride this evening?" 


To this Olga will reply, without being the least 


offended: 


"No, thank you, Ivan Petrovlch, I have an Im- 


portant mooting of the Woman's club to attend." 


Usually the girls arc addressed, according to 


tho regular Russian stylo, as "Olga Nlcholaevna," 
meaning "Olgn, daughter of Nicholas;" "Tatlana 
.Nlcolnovna," and so on. Tho ex-cxar Is addressed 
as "Hospodln BomanofC" and the ex-czarina as 
"Hosposha llomanovn," tho prefixes used being the 
Russian equivalents of "Mr." and "Mrs." 


All the daughters of the former cxar have plenty 


of money at their disposal, ris they have been al- 
lowed to retain tho possession of the cash they had 
before the revolution'as well as the jewels which 
they possessed Individually. 
" Olgn, who Is the most serious member of tho 
family, Is a volunteer nurse In tho local military 
hospital, where she spends five hours every day. 
Tntlann's occupations were more indefinite, us she 
Is a girl who likes more the social sldo of life and 
therefore rnado the largest number of friends In 
this Siberian town. 
All the Romanoff girls mix 


freely with tlio ordinary clll/uns of Tobolsk. They 
often go to the Municipal theater, and on these oc- 
casions they sit: down In the lobby, which serves 
the purpose of the French cafe as a social meeting 
place. They also go toJnrge tea parties In the 
town soil at tho booths of the charity haxnars and 
attend luncheons at the Merchants' club. They are 
members oC the Woman's club and the Rod Cross 
society of the town. They are nlso frequent visit- 
ors at all the radical meetings nnd lectures la To- 
bolsk. 


A rather Interesting change has taken place with 


tho former heir apparent, little Alexis, known to 
his family nnd friends as "Alioslm." 
From the 


monarchical point of view ho Is more Important 
than all the girls put together, 
lie hits become 


very democratic and enjoys the banishment. He Is 
allowed to go out and play In the public park as 
long as ho pleases, but ho is'watched all the time, 
because ho might be used by conspirators in an 
attempt to restore the monarchy. 


It Is Interesting to know that little Alloshn ap- 


pears to be In much hotter health than .when he 
was heir to the throne, although he still suffers 
from the stiffness of tho right leg which he ac- 
quired in a mysterious accident. His color Is bet- 
tor thnn It wiis nnd he nppenrs to have recovered 
to some extent from the slow poisoning to which 
Rnspulin subjected him as a means of maintaining 
his Influence over the czar and cxarlna. 


While the younger members of the RomimofC 


family are reasonably happy, there Is no doubt 
that the former c/ar and czarina are Intensely mis- 
erable. They are tormented by the loss of their 
power and splendor and the great heritage that 
had been handed clown to them from generations 
of famous ancestors. While the former c/nrina Is 
filled with rage against those who hnve brought 
her to the present condition, Nicholas shows only 
melancholy. 


Though occasionally downcast, she has a more 


aggressive and restless character than her hus- 
band. 
She busies herself in the household work, 


probably In order to save herself from going mad 
over her troubles. She rises at eight o'clock In the 
morning, makes a brief toilet nnd puts on a kitchen 
dross. Then she goes Into the kitchen, looks over 
thu provisions and plans th,e meals for the day. 
She mado all her jars of jelly nnd jam for last 
winter. Tho former cxarlna prides herself on her 
skill in making air kinds of cake and pastry. 
Pathetically she hopes that the fallen czar will be 
cheered by a cako baked by her own Imperial 
hands. But all her efforts nre In vain. Her hus- 
band has been gradually losing his appetite. 


Tho exiled czarina Is most saddened by the 


thought that she has lost all the historic crown 
jewels of Russia, representing a value of millions 
of dollars. Many of theso which she was forced 
to leave behind in the palace at Tsarlcoe-Selo now 
adorn the wives and sweethearts of leading social- 
ists and bolshevik politicians. One thought con- 
soles her: that she sent away a large part of her 
personal jewels to Darmstadt, Germany just be- 
fore the revolution broke out. 


It was in last November that the government 


permitted the exiled czar and his family to make 
their .residence In tho monastery near Tobolsk, 
whore they arc now living under the supervision of 
the clergy and local police, most of the guards hav- 
ing been withdrawn... The routine of their dally 
life in the monastery is virtually the same as It 
was In the former governor's house, only tho at- 
mosphere Is more religious nnd they are secluded 
from tho curious eyes of the outside world.

farm in the United' States, declares 
a recent publication from the office 
of the secretary of agriculture, Cir- 
cular 107. And we shoul-d obtain 10 ) 
eggs-^from -every hen. 
With approx- 
imately 6,000,000 farms that would 
mean 600,000,000 hens and GQ.OOO,- 
000,000 eggs per year, according to 
the calculations of the writers^ who 
then add that the number- of eggs 
constitute a military resource -not tc 
be ignored. 
One hundred hens on every farm 


is not a particularly big contract. 
There is hardly.a farm in the United 
States but could support that number 
of hens practically on its waste mats- 
rials and without materially added 
cost. One hundred hens to a farm is 
considerably' less than the average 
number, of hens to .a farm in many of 
the better poulary producing sections 
of the country. It is an average that 
could easily bt- maintained in the sec- 
tions of thy country where the aver- 
age per farm is now lower. 


One hundred eggs from every hen, 


while far below what could be ob- 
tained with proper encouragement of 
fowls, is considerably more than the 
average .egg production the country 
over. 
Suggestions for iattaining this 
average are given in the publication 
mentioned.

President Wilson will (designate 


Friday, June 2Sth, as National War 
Savings day thruout the country. On 
this day every state in the Union will 
be asked to "go over the top" by sub- 
scribing its full ciuota in the National 
War Savings campaign. 
Every cit- 


izen will be asked to sign a pledge 
card, pledging the largest amount he 
can afford to be invested in war sav- 
ings. 


On Juno 2Sth the citizens of Wis- 


consin must be able to report that the 
state has again gone "over the top" 
as generously and victoriously as it 
has done in ail the war drives of the 
past. 
Every county chairman in tho 


state who directs tho War Savings 
campaign, has been invested with the 
responsibility of puttin his particular 
county "over the top." 
This was the message given to the 


chairmen for sixty-seven oE the sev- 
enty-one counties of the abate at a 
meeting in ..lilwankee held last Tues- 
day.Mortimer I. Stevens, state director 
of publicity, outlined the plan that 
has been adopted for the state and 
explained the .responsibility w)hich 
has boon placed upon each county 
chairman to see that his particular 
county not only pledged its full quota 
but 
registered 
>a. substantial over- 


subscription. 


Harrison B. Riley, president Of the 


Title and Trust company, Chicago, 
and federal director of war savings 
for the seventh and eighth districts, 
welcomed the county chairmen and 
urged that the state do in the war 
savings campaign what it has so glo- 
riously accomplished in all war work 
and drives of the past. 


Mr. Riloy declared that the money 


from 
the Third Liberty Loan and 


fedemil income tax, payable in June, 
has already been spent and that until 
the next Liberty Loan the govern- 
ment has no other available revenue 
other than war savings and short 
term certificates carried 'thru,.''the 
banks.

week to his government. The order 
which is given them to do this is us 
binding on their conscience as is the

Talk 
is all right, and were it only necess- 
ary to reduce the consumption a 
small percentage'', it could be done in 
this manner, but .a reduction of two- 
thirds certainly means that drastic 
measures must be adopted, something 
more effective than a mere newspap- 
er article. 
As a matter of fact, if 


those who are patriotic were to en- 
tirely discontinue the use of wheat 
products altogether, those that are 
left who pay no particular attention 
to the appeals o£ the government 
would use more that the one- third 
of the former consumption. The re- 
sult would be that the patriotic ones 
would be denying themselves of al- 
most the necessities of life, while the 
slackers would be -living off the fat 
of the land." 


(The trouble has been right along 


that many of the different branches 
of the government have "been trying 
to run this war thru the medium of 
the newspapers. 
They have each es- 


tablished a press bureau and they 
seem to feel that if they get out

out so much matter a day and send

winter. The former czarina, prides hoisoH on her 
skill la making all kluels of. cake nnd pastry. 
I'athetlcally blie hopes thai the fallen czur will bo 
cheoiod by a cako baked by her own Imperial 
hands. But till her eft'oits are In vuln. Her hus- 
band has been gradually losing bis appellte. 


Tho exiled czarina Is mos'l saddened by tho 


thought that sho bus lost all Uio historic crown 
jewels of lUissia, representing a value of millions 
of dollars. Many of those which she was forced 
to leuvo behind In the palace al Tsiivkoc-Selo now 
adorn the wives and .sweethearts of leading social- 
ists and bolshevik politicians. One thought con- 
soles her: Unit she sent away a large part of her 
personal jewels to Darmstadt, Germany Just be- 
fore the revolution broke out. 


It was in lust November that the government 


permitted tho exiled cznr and his fnmlly to make 
their residence In the monastery nenr Tobolsk, 
whore they are now living under the supervision of 
the clergy and local police, most of Ihe guards hav- 
ing been withdrawn.. The routine of their dally 
lit'o In tho monastery Is virtually the same as It 
was In tho former governor's house, only tlio at- 
innspliere Is more religious and they nre secluded 
from the curious eyes of the outside world.

From a household expenditure of .«ili:,OI)().000 a year 
he hsis nn.v been reduced to about $,"..01.10 a year. 
I'Yoiu having twenty pulac.es at his command he 
was nt lirst cut down to an eight-room Hat in nn 
•old Siberian municipal building. 
From being the 


most powerful autocrat of All the Itussias he he- 
came suddenly plain Mr. Nicholas Aloxaiidrovich 
.Romanoff, Siberian exile. 
1 
I have succeeded In receiving considerable de- 


tails concerning Ihe ex-czar's manner of life and 
views «t Tobolsk. 
It Is only a short while ago 


I l i s i t he was pel-milled lo move from the small lint 
into Ihe monastery. Here he Is now occupying a 
small room In the house of the archimandrite, 
while the cX-cy.nrlna occupies another room in nn 
jMlJoining building. 
Though apparently tree, the 


.•X-C7IU- and his family are really exiles, guarded 
carefully by the soldiers over whom he used to 
possess'a command "f lu'° nlul death. 


In this dreary town of -l.">,000 Inhabitants the ex- 


rair and Ills family linvn remained the chief ob- 
icets of Interest. 
While a special attention had 


been paid by the guards to him and the ex-czarina, 
Ihe daughters are free to come and go ns they 
,,le-ise 
and 
from 
them 
(he townspeople have 


learned n great deal about the household and life 
uf their dellu-oned rulers. 


The residence determined for the ex-czar con- 


sifted ot eight mums of Ihe second floor of the 
former governor's house at Tobolsk, it is u rather 
roomv house, built In the slately style ot .Uussian 
Institutions, nf brick in while stucco, with a slop- 
ing "i-een roof. 
It is -not situated in the aristo- 


cratic quarter of the city, which lies on higher 
ground on the farther side of the Tobol river. Ihe 
lower floor was occupied by the guarding olhcers, 
who had been specially selected on account of 
their loyalty to the revolutionary cause. 


Nicholas and the former raui-iim occupied a room 


each ikiwl two rooms were put aside for the daugh- 
ters and the son Alexis, the former heir apparent. 
There were n dining room, n wide kitchen and n 
Kern-rat sitting room, ami the rest of the flat was 
u-lven over to the servants. The revolutionary gov- 
ernment allowed three servants, a butler and two 


""contrast these quarters with those the Romnn- 
offN formerly enjoyed at Tsarslcoe-Solo, Peterhof, 
at the Winter and Anlchkova palaces In Petrograd. 
at Itvtulbi. in Oatchlnn and the twenty-odd pal- 
nc.es thev possessed. The 1'eterliof jiAlaee was so 
hir-'o tlrit n person could lose himself in It, nnd 
••0(f servants were employed solely to steer guests 
th--ou"h It. The Hall of Mirrors in the \\lnter pal-

U'ln"the. early days of their life In Tobolsk Nich- 
olas and Ids wife were kept really prisoners with- 
in their flat. They were only allowed out for the 
purpose of attending set-vices in the Cathedral of 
Annunciation or the monastery where they now 
live, or going to the public bachs. They attended 
divine services twice every Sunday and on reli- 
gious anniversaries of importance. They attended 
the public baths once n week. 


The KonumoR' family are living d very simple 


111'l;. They cannot afford oranges, lemons, pears, 
peaches, pineapples and many other delicacies 
which are unite common In America. They could 
not have spirituous drinks if they wanted them, 
for the law which .Nicholas first promulgated him- 
self Is still In force. 
Instead of sugar they use 


honey for their table. 


As a true huusfrau, the ex-czarlnn generally as- 


sists Ihe cook in the kitchen to prepare the meals. 


The Romanoffs have a light breakfast at nine 


o'clock, luncheon at one nnd dinner at six. The 
late hour for breakfast and the early hour for din- 
ner ure plauned to suit the convenience of the 
servants. 


Day after clay the same monotonous routine 


continues, with its simple meals and its luck of 
excitement. There are no social pleasures and no 
entertainments. 
Until recently their lives were 


filled with state banquets, great court balls and re- 
ceptions and pageants oC various kinds, not to 
mention the military and religious ceremonies and 
other diversions perhaps equally exciting. Now 
they cannot even entertain the mayor or ths school 
children of the town. 


The former czarina was greatly excited about 


the. banishment and suffered during the first days 
after her arrival at Tobolsk. But she soon over- 
came her sorrows nnd took an active interest in 
Ihe housekeeping. She likes roust goose and roast 
veal cooked In the German style. 
There are ru- 


mors that she is now very lively In her conversa- 
tion and bitter about, her fate. 


On the other luind, the ex-cznr has been very' 


silent, gloomy and rotlecttve. 
He frequently has 


brushed away a tear from his eyes. He has grown 
very huggard, gray and old-looking. 
He wears 


ordinarily the uniform of a general of .the Prebra- 
jensky regiment, which he is allowed to use, al- 


. though, he no longer cnjoj-s the rank. | 


Perhaps the most interesting news of the E.O- 


nmtiolT family relates to the daughters. There are 
four of these girl's, all pretty nnd attractive: Oiga, 
aged twenty-two; Tutiunn. aged.twenty; .Marie, 
aged L-lgliten, and Anastasia, aged sixteen. They 
were nearly frightened to death ut the outbreak of 
the revolution, but now, under just treatment, they 
are developing Into good republicans and perhaps 
even radicals. 


The government tias very kindly .and no doubt 


wisely allowed these young girls to come and go as 
they 'please, without any watch being kept upon, 
them. 
They mix freely with the people of 'the 


town and travel to all parts of the country if they 
wish. It is no uncommon 'thing to hear the son 
of a local shopkeeper say to the former Grand 
Duchess Olgu, eldest daughter of the former czar 
of all the Ilussins : 


"Hello, Olga Nicholaevna, won't you go for a 


ride this evening?" 


To this Olga will reply, without being the least 


offended: 


"No, thank you, Ivan Petrovlch, I .have .an .im- 


portant meeting of the Woman's club to attend." 


Usually the girls are addressed, according to 


the regular Russian style, ns "Olga Nicholaevnn," 
meaning "Olgn, daughter of Nicholas;" "Tntinna 
Nlcolaevnn," and so on. The esrczar Is addressed 
as "Hospodln Romanoff" nnd the ex-czarina. as 
"Hosposhn Romanova," the prefixes used being the 
Russian equivalents of "Mr." and "Mrs." 
. . . 


All the daughters of the former czar have plenty 


of money at their disposal, as they have been al- 
lowed to retain the possession of the cash they had 
before the revolution- as well as the jewels which 
they possessed individually. 
~ Olga, who is the most serious member of tha 
family, is a volunteer nurse, in the local military 
hospital, where she spends five hours every any. 
Tatiatm's occupations'were more indefinite, as sne 
Is n girl who likes more the social side of life ana 
therefore made the largest number of friends In 
tlds Siberian town. 
All the Romanoff girls mix 


freely with the ordinary citixona of Tobolsk. They 
often go to the Municipal theater, and on these oc- 
casions they sit down in the lobby, which serves 
the purpose of the French cafe ns'U social meeting 
place. They also go tojarge tea parties in the 
town, sell nt the booths of the charity bazaars and 
attend luncheons at the Merchants' club. They are 
members of the Woman's club and the Red Cross 
society of the town. They are also frequent visit- 
ors at all the radical meetings and .lectures in To- 
bolsk.

the former heir apparent, little Alexis, known to 
his family and friends as "Aliosha." 
From the 


monarchical point of view he is more important 
than nil the girls put together. He has become 
very democratic and enjoys the banishment. Me is 
allowed to go out nnd piny in the public park as 
long as he pleases, but he is' watched all the time, 
because he might be used by conspirators in an 
attempt to restore the monarchy. 


It is interesting to know that little Aliosha ap- 


pears to be in much- better health than .when he 
was heir to the throne, although, he still suffers 
from the stiffness of the right leg which he ac- 
quired In a mysterious accident. His color is bet- 
ter than it was and he appears to have recovered 
to some extent from the slow poisoning to which 
Rasputin subjected him as a means of maintaining 
his influence over the.czar and czarina. 


While the younger .members of the'Romanoff 


family are reasonably happy, there is no doubt 
that the former cznr and czarina are intensely mis- 
erable. They are tormented by the loss of their 
power nnd splendor aiid the great heritage that, 
hncl been handed down to them from generations 
of fum'ous ancestors. While the former czarina is 
filled with rage against those who have brought 
her to the present condition, Nicholas shows only 
melancholy. 


Though occasionally downcast, she has a more 


aggressive and restless character than her hus- 
band. 
She busies herself in the household work, 


probably in order to save herself from going mad 
over her troubles. She rises at eight o'clock in the 
morning, makes a brief toilet and puts on a kitchen 
dress. Then she goes into the kitchen, looks over 
the provisions nnd plans ttys meals for the day. 
' She made all her jars of jelly nnd jam for last: 
winter. The former czarina prides herself on her 
skill in making all' kinds of cake and pastry. 
Pathetically she hopes that the fallen czar will be 
cheered by a cake baked by her own Imperial 
hands.' But nil her-efforts are in vain. Her hus- 
band has been gradually losing his appetite. 


The exiled czarina Is most saddened by the 


thought that she has lost all the historic crown 
jewels of Russia, representing a value of millions 
of dollnrs. 
Many of these which she was forced 


to leave behind in the palace at Tsarkoe-Selo now 
adorn the wives, nnd sweethearts of leading social- 
ists nnd bolshevik politicians. One thought con- 
soles her: that she sent away n large part of her 
personal jewels to Darmstadt, Germany just be- 
fore the revolution broke out. 


It was in last November that the government 


permitted the exiled czar and'his family to make 
their .residence in the monastery near Tobolsk, 
where they are how living tinder the supervision of 
the clergy nnd local police, most of the guards hav- 
ing been withdrawn.-- The routine of their daily 
life in the monastery is virtually the. same as It 
was in the former governor's house, only the at- 
mosphere is more religious nnd they are secluded 
from the curious eyes of the outside world.

in America have resulted unsatisfac- 
torily. 


The English student of the housing 


problem provides a dwelling that coin- 


apply ourselves to the problem of ade- 
quately homing, not housing, labor, ro 
the 
future greatness and glory of 


America.

The standard of the eagh 
was borne by the ancient Persians, and 
the Romans also coined gold and silver 
eagles as ensigns, and sometimes rep- 
resented them with thunderbolts in 
their t.ilons. Charlemagne adopted the 
double eagle as the standard of the 
holy Roman empire. 
The eagle was 


the standard of Napoleon I and Napo- 
leon III, and is today the standard of 
Austria and Prussia, while, before the 
revolution, Itussia also claimed it.
